The Chicage Customs Collectorship—

Wasuixeton, D. C., Sept. 23.—It appears that 
the resignation of Collector Judd, of Chicago, 
wae asked for under authority of the President, 
and tendered in obedierace to this hint. Up to 
the close of business hours to-day the Secretary 
had not heard from J. Russell Jones, to whom 
he has tendered Mr. Judd’s place. 

Much interest has been aroused here among 
army officers over the announcement that the 
lengthy review of Sherman's memoirs in the last 
two numbers of the Galary was written by Gen. 
J. H. Wilson, the well-known cavairy General, 
Officers of bigh rank express’ the opinion that 
Gen. Sherman cannot well remain silent under 
the arraignment of his statements which these 
papers contain. 

Various statements were telegraphed from 
this city last night purporting to give the views 
of Gov. Kellogg of the situation in Louisiana. 
It may be authoritatively stated that Mr. Kellogg 
expresses the highest gratification at the condi- 
tion of things there, pelitical and otherwise, 
and the utmost confidence that there will be no 
disturbance of the peace by politicians as has 
been anticipated for next January.

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION, 


The International Werkmen’s Con- 
feremee at Paris. 

Panis, Sept. 8. The adjourned meeting in 
support of international arbitration was held to- 
night. The forty English delegates were pres- 
ent, the French sudienee being very limited. 
M. Deamoulins agai presided, and in an open 
ing speech comtuented on 2,000,000 men in 
Europe being taken away from their families 
and workshops to support what was called 
armed peace—an illogical and barbarous 
system which it was high time 0 abol- 
ish. I6 was far too much to expect 
that a system. of. centuries’ standing 
should be given up all at once, but public opin- 
ion must insist on peace being more and more 
valued and disarmament being more and more 
practiced. M. Belisive, Secretary of the 80. 
ciety of the Friends of Peace, dwelt on 200. 
000,000%. being devoted in Eurppe to education 
and 10, 000, 000, 000f. to military purposes. He ro- 
ferred to the number of international disputes 
which had been peaceably adjusted, condemned 
the absence of compulsory gratuitous educa- 
tion in France, and denounced standing armies 
as leading imevitably to war, ignorance, 
and despotism. After glancing at the 
disasters caused bythe last war, the last mad- 
ness of the imperial regime, he recommended 
organized petitioning in favor of arbitration. The 
war plebiscite, he said, was imposed upon us; 
let us now have the biscite. He men- 
tioned Garibaldi as one of the advocates of arbi- 
tration, and his name was loudiy cheered. M. 
Limousin, of the Bals, remarked that for five 
‘years many Democrats who formerly advocated 
peace and disarmament had become advocates 
of armaments. This was one of the conse 
quetices of the last war, for the Republican 
party wanted to get back the lost Provinces. 
Simultaneous disarmament should be negotiated 
for. and, if other countries refused, 0, 
having no thoughts of an offensive war, might 
content itself with the Swiss military system. 
In considering a way for the restoratton of 
Alsace and Lorraine, words which made every 
Preachman’s heart throb, the loss of life 
is would entail should be reflected on. 
[Murmurs.] He did. not renounce the re- 
acquisition of those Provinces, but there were 
other means than war of obteiniag it. If Ger- 
many continued te oppress them, they would at 
a given moment claiin thei right to dispose of 
their own destinies, dnd the Court of Arbitra- 
tion would do them justice. It was the idea of 
revenge which should be abandoned, for this 
would lead to war after war, revenge after ro- 
venge, adinilnitum. An excited Alsatian in the 
body of the hall pretested against M. Limousin's 
remarke as to his native Provinee. The follow- 
ing resolution was at this stage carried unani- 
mousiy :

Commenting 
on the fact stated by a previous speaker that 
27,000 children in Paris were excinded from 
schoo! by want of accommodatiou. be spoke of 
the anxiety of the English artisan population 
to ednueste their ahildren 60 a8 to 
make them useful members of society. 
The rural population were sharing the 
same fechag. He eulogized the Geneva Arin- 
tration aod Mr. Giadetone’s share in it, and ex- 
horted the French workingmen to petition for 
arbitration. Why could there not be arbitva- 
tion before a war iuetead of after it? In the 
course of his speech, Mr. Arch more than once 
spoke of France as ean Empire, till he was re- 
minded that France was a Republic, aud he apol- 
ogized for the blander. Mr. Evans, editor of the 
English Laborer, urged French workiogmen to 
vote as well as petition for arbitration. If they 
took up the cause, he and bis friends woald 
to Germany also. where he beheved they wo 
find am equally favorable response. Liberty 
coaid oply be imenred by peace. Mr. W. K. 
Cremer, Secretary of the Workmen's Peace As- 
sociation, declared that the war wae due to the 
French Prefects in 1870. As to the popular de- 
sire for peace—he did not, however. allude to 
the war enthugiasm of the Parisians—be quoted 
Lord Aberdeen’s remark that nations with great 
standing armes were like boys with knives who 
won be cutting Sticks with them. Ou a future 
Visit he hoped to find the atateof siege removed, 
sO that a public mesting could be held. The 
Parisians were groaning under a state of despot- 
iem unparalieled in Burope, aud some present 
were almost afraid to express their opinions lest 
they ehould be placed under espionage. Their 
had won them golden opinions among 
English mas es, who knew that if this peace- 
ful atutude was maintained the Republi 
be consolidated. It d 
attitude of the publie- 
anism should extend itself to the various 
nations of the Continent or be crushed out for 
generations. If they sliowed themselves to be 
goaded into another insurrection, the Republican 
idea would be erushed out fer generations. A 
Frenchman, whose name was not stated, con- 
tended that the beat means of getting rid of war 
would be to substitute the Republican for the 
Movarchical! idea. M. Notelle protested against 
this remark as irrelevant. After some remarks 
from Mr. Lindsay, of Aberdeen, it waa resolved :

THE TEXAN FLOODS. 
| TELEORAPHIO ADVICES. 

Ornemer art, O., Sept. 23.—The Times’ South- 
ern special says: Parties who arrived from 
Indtanold, ‘Téx., last night, and who were there 
during the terrible cyclone, fully confirm even 
the most sensational report of the devastation 
of life and property there. Out of 300 houses, 
ouly five are left staudiagg. During Thursday 
night, when the storm was at its height, the 
water rose over 6 feet in two hours, the wind 
blowing at the rate of 88 miles an bour, driving 
the water and breakers through the city at the 


rate of 15 migen hour, sweeping everything in | 


ite way, and covering the plain im the rear of the 
city for 10 miles to a depth of 7 feet. Several 


small settlements, numbering a total population 
of 160, were also swept out of existence, making, 
with the 250 persons who were lost at Indiandla, 
a total Of 400 lives lost. 

The gentlemen conveying this information 
give the most harrowing account of the destitu- 
tion of the survivors. When they left Indianola, 
on Monday afternoon, ninety bodies liad been 
recovered. The stench in the city from the pu- 
trefaction of these dead, with the stench from 
the dead animals, was most intolerable. It was 
also stated that a party of Mexicans, on Sunday, 
began robbing the dead bodies that had been 
washed to the plain, from four to six miles back 
of the city, the scoundrels choppiag the fingers, 
bands, and ears from the men and wemen to 
obtain their jewelry. As soon as this was heard 
of in the city a party of citizens went out and 
killed five Mexicans whom they caught at their 
devilish work. 

New OM, Le., Sept. 33.—Christian’s 
Point was entirely swept away by the late storm. 
The United States revenne cutter lying at 
Valasco capsized, and was carried to sea, having, 
as supposed, been abandoned by the crew. 

A schooner loaded with supplies for Indianola 
sailed vesterday aftervoon. Additional supplies 
will be forwarded by steamer te-morrow. 

Gatveston, Sept. 23.—The body of Dr. George

Has it ever occurred to the general reader 
what can be the special motive or object gov- 
erning those who oppose all measures having 
for their purpose an advancement of the 
value of the currency, snd who are 
so clamorous to have the value of that 
currency reduced? The pretext usually 
urged is that there is a great 
need of more currency in order to facilitate 
the exchange of commodities.” They insist 
that the amount of notes in circulation is in- 
sufficient, and demand that it be increased 
indefinitely. The volume of money in cir- 
culation can only be properly estimated by 
its value as a purchasing agent. The paper- 
money in circulation is nominally $800, 000, - 
000, which, at 85 cents on the dollar, 
has the purchasing power of $680,000,000. 
To make this money worth 100 cents 
on the dollar would really be to expand the 
currency $120,000,000. It would be equal to 
an additional issue of currency, at its present 
value, of over $141,000,000. 

If it were possible for the Government to 
issue $300,000,000 additional currency and 
keep it, as well as the outstanding issue, at 
its present value, it would accomplish none of 
the ends sought by the inflationists. The 
fact is there is no searcity of currency. 
There never was in the history of the coun- 
try such an amount of unemployed money as 
at the present time. To add $300,000,000 
more to it, without a reduction of its value, 
would not help the condition of the expan- 
sionists. Who are to use this additional cur- 
rency ? Manufacturers of iron, cotton, wool- 
en, and other lines of goods, who are now 
doing but a reduced business, are not pro- 
ducing less or keeping their mills closed be- 
cause of any inability to borrow money, or 
any scarcity of currency with which to pay 
for materials and labor, or be paid for the 
manufactured products. The difficulty is 
that they have scanty sales ef goods. Manu- 
facturers are prepared to produce all that 
they can sell and much more. Furnace- 
owners are not prepared to produce pig- 
metal when they cannot sell it. That 
is not restoring industry. That is only 
a waste of capital, material, and labor, and 
forces the bankruptcy of those who attempt 
it. The fact that we have been producing 
more iron, woolen, cotton, and other goods 
than we can sell is an unfortunate result of 
our tariff laws. In every other civilized 
country where there is a production in excess 
of the home demand for manufactures, or 
where the consumption falls off from any 
cause, the manufacturers ship their surplus 
goods to other countries and sell them. Our 
manufacturers cannot do this; our ultra 
tariff effectually confines them to the home 


— oak that they may be allowed to 
pay their debts at 40 or 50 cents on the dol- 
lar, and for this purpose they clamor at town 
meetings, at ward caucuses, party conven- 
tions, and write letters to the newspapers ; 
for this, as is the case now in Ohio, they per- 
ambulate the State making speeches and 
proclaiming the want of more money. 

The only purpose and object that can be 
obtained by the depreciation of the currency 
is to enable these bankrupts to discharge their 
debts at a fraction of what they owe, in or- 
der that they may be able to hold on to half 
the property, more orless, To do this they have 
no compunctions of conscience as to the ef - 
fect on the millions of honest, industrious 
people, whose hard-earned savings are in the 
savings banks. What care these reckless and 
desperate speculators if their currency water- 
ing schemes shall reduce the value of the la- 
boring man's money in the savings instita- 
tions one-half or two-thirds? With them it 
is every man for himself, and d— take the 
hindmost. . 


THE BUILDING ORDINANCE BEFORE THE 
COUNCIL. 

There is to be a special meeting of the 
Common Council to-night to consider the 
new building ordinance which has been in- 
troduced into that body. 
question the most important business which 
will come before the Common Council 
during the remainder of the year. We 
have recently incurred the expense of a 
Bureau of Building Inspection, which may, 
with proper help, be made exceedingly bene- 
ficial to the city ; but, with the present build- 
ing ordinance, the Building Inspectors are 
powerless to do much good. The new ordi- 


There is no doubt that Building Inspector 
Baur is deeply interested in the improve- 
ment of our buildings and the increased safe- 
ty of the city from fire. The new ordinance 
has been subjected to the local underwriters, 
and the advice of architects and builders in 
equal standing has been used to make it as 
complete as possible. When Mr. Cass 
yesterday explained the purpose and provis- 
ions of the ordinance to the Convention of 
insurance men in session in this city, it was 
received with applause. Much has already 
been done by the extension of she fire limits, 
the improvement of the Fire Department, 
and more rigid inspection, to diminish the 
rates of insurance, and the passage of the 
new ordinance, with the omission of the sec- 
tion to which we have heretofore drawn at- 
tention (which inferentially changes the lim- 
its of frame buildings and sheds), will render 
Chicago a favorite for insurance risks among 
all the cities in this country at low gates. 

We are informed that there is no doubt the 
new ordinance will be passed, leaving the 
fire limits co-extensive with the city limits, 
and prescribing new regulations for building 
in the direction of greater safety. The only 
opposition we hear of comes from some of 
the outlying wards, and from a class of 
reckless and unthinking people who would 
not hesitate to endanger the entire city for 
the imaginary benefit of their particular sec- 
tions. We understand that a pressure is be- 
ing brought to bear by such reckless persons 
upon Ald. Rr mr and Sommers of the Sixth 
Ward, MoDonaxp of the Eighth, Srour and 
Mm of the Sixteenth, and Ryan and 
Ecxuarpr of the Fifteenth, to oppose 
the ordinance in the interest of these selfish, 
thoughtless, and foolish classes. We hope, 
however, that all will have the interests of 
the city sufficiently at heart to resist this ab- 
surd pressure, and give the ordinance a unan- 
imous vote, that it may go out to the world 
that Chicago has taken every possible precau-

of the loaning of the public credit, and it is 
hoped that all the States will do so as rapidly 
as changes in their Constitutions are made. 

The expenditures for local improvements 
have been of the most reckless and extrava- 
gant nature. They have been encouraged 
and increased by the absence of any limita- 
tion upon municipal indebtedness. [Illinois 
in 1871, following the example of Iowa, fixed 
a constitutional limitation of 5 per cent upon 
the taxable valuation of the property, and 
some other States have since done the same 
thing. But this limitation really admits of 
debts amounting to 10 per cent of the valua- 
tion, since both city and county may con- 
tract debts to the amount of 5 per cent each. 
In the majority of the States, however, there 
has been no limitation whatever, and the li- 
cense has been a constant temptation to of- 
fice-holders and amply improved by the con- 
tractors and unscrupulous politicians. Not 
only have the local improvements advanced 
at a rate not justified by the resources of the 
city, but the absence of all restriction has 
given full scope for plunder. The only way 
to check it is by imposing the constitutional 
limitation already existing in this and a few 
other States. 

Another reason for the rapid increase of 
taxation, notwithstanding the vast sums of 
money borrowed, is the high rate of interest 
which American cities are paying. This 
ranges all the way from 7 to 10 per cent,— 
rarely lower than the former figure, and fre- 
quently as high (especially in Southern cities) 
as the latter. The absence of all restriction 
has likewise been the cause of the exorbitant 
interest which is paid. The tax-eaters have 
been willing to borrow at any figure so long 
as they could raise the money required to 
carry out the schemes for improvement to 
which their individual profits were incidental. 
On the other hand, capitalists have only been 
induced to loan where the privilege of bor- 
rowing is unrestricted by the offer of high 
rates of interest. The constitutional limita- 
tion alone can cotinteract both these tenden- 
cies, and place city debts at as low a rate of 
interest as public securities ought to com- 
mand. 

The remedy for the extravagance which 
has led to the. enormous load of local indebt- 
edness in tł as country is in the hands of the 
people, and there alone. The indifference of 
tax-payers to local political matters is mainly 
responsitie for it, and a revival of interest 
alone can overcome it. Such a revival can- 
not be postponed, however, very long with- 
out rendering repudiation imminent, and 
popular government for cities a failure. 
Asie from the constitutional protection sug- 
gested, the tax-payers alone can combat the 
extravagance, recklessness, and dishonésty 
indicated by a local mdebtedness of $1,331,- 
970,517 by organizing their votes and influ- 
ence to place the administration of local 
affairs in the hands of honest and competent 
men.

A PEACEFUL VICTORY. $ 

News comes from Washington that onl 
$28,000,000 of the new 5 per cent bonds re- 
main in the Treasury. All the rest of the 
$500,000,000 issue has been subscribed for 
and sold. Ere long, the insignificant rem- 
nant remaining will be taken. The placing 
of these bonds will then have enabled the 
Secretary of the Treasury to redeem an equal 
amount of the 6 percents. The saving in 


annual interest will amount to 1 per cent on 


$500,000,000, or $5,000,000. The people are 
freed from a yearly tax of this amount. This 
is a notable illustration of the fact that hon- 
esty is the best policy. The law which en- 
abled the Secretary of the Treasury to prac- 
tically fund the 6 per cents in 5s by sell- 
ing the latter and using the gold 
thus got to redeem the former was 
vigorously opposed by many Democratic 
Congressmen. They argued that the country 
ought to cheat its creditors by redeeming the 
6 per cents in, greenbacks, then worth any- 
where from 85 to 88 cents an the dollar. But 
this Republican measure has enabled us to 
keep perfect faith with our creditors, and yet 
save more money than we would have done 
by paying the bonds in legal-tenders. For 
the average time the new 5 per cents will 
run before payment will be at least twenty 
years, and the saving in interest, each year, 
is 1 per cent on the whole amount. The 
total saving, therefore, will be 20 per cent, so 
that we will practically redeem the old 5-20 
bonds at a cost of 80 percent. If we had 
taken Democratic advice, and paid out 
greenbacks instead of gold in exchange for 
the bonds, the cost would have been 
from 85 to 88 per cent instead of 80; we 
should have broken a solemn pledge; and 
our credit would have sunk so low that in 
all probability we should not have been able 
to negotiate a single bond in Europe for years 
to come. Honesty has been the best policy. 

We have established the fact that our Gov- 
ernment can borrow millions of money at 5 
per cent interest, and this foreshadows our 
borrowing at 44 and eventually at 4 per cent. 
Only one thing can prevent this. European 
capitalists are waiting for the popular voice 
to declare itself on the currency question. If 
Ohio is carried by the rag-money men, and if 
Pennsylvania votes in the same way, it will 
not be easy for us to negotiate another 5, or 
even a new 6, per cent bond abroad. But if 
the votes of these States are trumpet-tongued 
for honest money, and if they find an echo 
throughout the country, we can confidently 
issue 44, if mot 4, per cent bonds and place 
them on the market at par. Wien we sell 
the 4 per cents at par, our credit will be very 
nearly as good as that of England. Her 
3 per cents are quoted at 92 and 93. If our 
4 per cents are sold at 100, we shall borrow 
money almost as cheaply as it is borrowed 
acress thie Atlantic. Funding the old 6s in 
the new 568 is a great step towards this 
end.

DEFEAT OF KHOKAND TROOPS BY THY RUSSIANS. 

Sr. Prrenspvac, Sept. 7.—Gen. Kaufmann, 
n a telegram of yesterday's date, addressed to 
the Emperor, gives the following intelligence: 


The column of Russian troops, u its second ad- 
vance from Khodshent, encoun of the en- 
emy’s cavalry, num 7,000 men. t hundred 
Cossacks, four batteries of horse artillery, and a rock- 
et battery were ed with the enemy for one whole 
day without suffering any loss. The principal battle 
was fought on the 4th inst., against 30,000 Khokand 
troops, and resulted in 3 com victory of the 
Russians, although the enemy had taken up a stron 
intrenched — in the fortress of e 
place was taken by storm by Gen. Golovatcheff, The 
enemy was pursued a distance of 15 versta, and many 
of bis men were either drowned in the Amoo-Daria or 
killed. The Russians captured thirty-nine guns and a 
great quantity of war material, The enemy's loss is 
very considerable; that of the Russians amounts to 
one officer and six men killed, and one officer and 
seven men wounded, The impression crested by 
this defeat upon the population is very great. 

The General, in conclusion, announces that he 
will continue his advance upon Khbokand as soon 
as the supplies of war material arrive from 
Khodshent.

Bronze, Sept. 23.—The address of the 
Skuptschioa in reply to the speech from the 
throne is published to-day. All the means neo- 
essary to protect the liberty of the people and 
the security of the country are placed at the dis- 
posal of Prince Milan. Referring to the insur- 
rection in Bosnia and Herzegovina, the address 
says: ‘* Perpetual suffering has compelled our 
brethren to take up arms.

We shall give your Highness every means 
to enable you to assist in restoring peace to 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, and confide in your 
wisdom for the accomplishment of this noble 
mission.”

The New York Democrats made a serious blun- 
der when they refused to insert a resolution in 
their platform pledging the party to protect the 
public-school system. This is particular!y an 
issue in New York, where some of the churches, 
under tre Tweed regime, received sectarian ap- 
propriations, and obtained money from the 
State Treasury for the support of parochial 
schools. 

The New York Democratic State Convention 
had an important result, according to the corre- 
spondentof the New York Tribune—it demon- 
strated the one-man power controlling the party 
in the State, the man being Tilden.

THE SERVIAN AND MONTENEGRIN ARMIES. 
Some particulars as tothe present military 
organization of Servia and Montenegro are given 
in the Austrian Mililary Journal. In Servia 
there ia a standing army (sloyeca voyska) and a 
national army (narodna voyska).. The second 
forms the nucleus of the Servian military organ- 
ization ; the standing army is only employed on 
ordinary garrison duty and in training the na- 
tional army for war. All able-bodied men have 
to serve in the army between the ages of 20 and 
50; the period of service in the standing 
army is three years, and in the national army 
twenty-seven. The standing army is composed 
of all the arms of the service, while the national 
army consists of infantry, cavalry, artillery, pio- 
neers, and transport corps, and is divided into 
eighteen territorial brigades. Each commune 
forms one or more companies, and each district 
one or more battalions. Divisions are only 


been allowed to retain a nominal independence, 
but the inevitable resistance of the natives has 
at last come, and now will follow the inevitable 
annexation.

Our great pale-ale brewers 
are, therefore, likely to experience great difficulty in 
obtaining an adequate sapply, and five samples of bar- 
ley will no doubt command as high, if not higher,
